The late victory, which crushes the 
power of those crue! and unrelenting foes to the 
peace of mankind, in that quarter of the globe, 
calls forth the liveliest expressions of exultation 
from every American breast. The principles 
which this grand result will aweken among the 
citizens of Peru, so nearly assim: in their 
objects with our own, must tend to cement the 
bonds of union existing between the two hemis- 
pheres, and hasten the cxtermination of that sys- 
tem which a deluded and sanguinary spirit has 
80 long employed in the destruction of the hu- 
man specie. After the victory, says our inform- 
ent, we were presented with a new view of Boli- 
var, who like a good Samaritan, at the close of the 
battle, prepared to bind up those wounds which 
had been necessarily rent asunder in the bloody 
conflict. “ The Liberator treated the wounded 
and prisoners in the most noble and generous 
manner. He ordered that they should be treat- 
ed like our own men; indeed like himself. The 
prisoners were undeccived and astonished. In 
the retreat from Janja to Conception, the enemy 
lost 150 of their infantry by fatigue. They shoot 
any one that gets tired, while our officers give 
their horses to those who are fatigued. Canterac 
has ordered the flints to be taken from the guns 
of the corps of Burgos, Castre and Centre.” At 
a festival given in honour of: this event, we 
behold the character of Bolivar in another light. 
** & truly martial banquet succeeded, in which 
the Liberator drank to the Army, Peru, the Pa- 
triots confined in Lima, and the eternal triumph 
of Liberty ; and then added—* Let the swords of 
those who surround me, pierce my bosom ten 
thousand times, if I cver oppress the nations I 
am now setting at liberty. Let the authority of 
the people be the only nower on carth; and let 
the very name of tyranny be struck out from the 
languages of nations.”
